Indianapo lis, March 11.—All day y es­ 
terday ami last night defendants in the 
so -called dy namite co nspiracy cases, 
who are to be arraigned in the federal 
co urt to mo rro w mo rning were arriv ing 
in Indianapo lis, and mo re are co m­ 
ing to day . Py to night it is likely that 
o nly o ne o r two o f the fo rty . ix who 
are due here to mo rro w will be o utside 
the bo und? o f Indianapo lis, and it is 
po ssible that the entire number will 
be here at that time. 
The defendants who are here hav e 
co nferred at 
interv als with W. N. 
Harding, leading co unsel fo r the de­ 
fense. 
Amo ng tho se he met 
was 
Frank M. Ry an, president o f the Inter 
natio nal Asso ciatio n o f Bridge and 
Structural Tro n Wo rkers, who was in 
co nsultatio n with his atto rney at 
th e 
Ho tel English. It is believ ed that spe­ 
cial bailiffs to maintain o rder in the 
co urtro o m during the pro ceedings to ­ 
mo rro w will be retained by the United 
States o fficials. The widespread inter­ 
est in the dy namite cases po rtends a 
large cro wd at the federal building, 
and ex tra bailiffs will be needed to 
maintain o rder amo ng the spectato rs, 
it is said. 
Amo ng so me o f the defendants who 
hav e assembled here the talk is that 
they wo uld like to hav e as much time 
as they can o btain to prepare fo r the 
trials. 
It has been kno wn fo r so me 
time that the pro secutio n fv o uld like 
to hav e the cases set do wn fo r trial 
early In May , but that the go v ernment 
wo uld no t o bject to a so mewhat later 
date if it was sho wn that the time 
elapsing prio r to that time was no t a 
reaso nable time in which to make 
preparatio n. It is ex pected that after 
the arraignment, when the date fo r 
trial is being co nsidered, the defend­ 
ants will take a stand fo r nex t Octo ­ 
ber as the mo nth during which trials 
sho uld begin.

Pole Finder Ades Some Additional Ob­ 
serv ations on Recent Try ing Trip, 
Pointing Out Among Other Things 
That It Is No Hardship to Eat Dog 
M ea t— Difficulty of 
Breathing 
at 
High Altitude Was Chief Trouble. 


London, March 11.—Captain Amu nd­ 
sen stated in an interview, a dispatch 
from 
Hobart, Tasmania, says, that 
he thou ght it was extremely likely 
that Captain Scott had reached the 
sou th pole either before or after he 
(Amu ndsen) got there. 
The weather 
was very favorable for su ch an achieve­ 
ment. Captain Amu ndsen said he hop­ 
ed Captain Scott did get there, becau se 
he deserved to su cceed. 
He, however, 
did not see the smallest sign of any­ 
body having been there before him. 
Captain Scott, the Norwegian explorer 
said, cou ld not have bu ilt a cairn for 
docu ments, for there were no stones 
there, only a wide snow plain. 
Of 
cou rse, said Amu ndsen, it was possible 
that Captain Scott left some record 
which had afterw ard been destroyed 
by the weather, bu t it was so calm he 
did not think this likely. 
The explor­ 
er believes th at calm weather ordi­ 
narily prevails at the sou th pole. 
Captain Amu ndsen detailed some of 
his experiences more fu lly than they 
were told in his original dispatch. 
He 
said the chief trou bles of the party 
arose from the necessity of ascending 
the heights. 
Six weeks were passed 
at great elevations. 
There 
w a s often 
difficu lty in breathing and sometimes 
it was a stru ggle for the breath. Some 
of the heights reached were 16,750 
feet, bu t the pole itself w’as at a 
height of 10,500 feet. 
The party never lacked food, said 
Amu ndsen, althou gh the men had vo 
raciou s appetites after a bard day’s 
sledging. 
The dogs which he reported 
killed in his original dispatch had all 
been eaten. 
The fat of these, the ex 
plorer says, was ’ deliciou s,” and he 
assu res the world that it is no hard 
ship to eat dog meat. 
One of the m ost interesting narra 
tions by Amu ndsen is abou t the esca­ 
pade of three of the dogs which at 8.‘ 
degrees deserted the expedition. They 
retu rned to seek a bitch which had 
been killed at 82% degrees. 
The ex 
plorers on their retu rn jou rney fou nd 
that the deserters had discovered and 
partly devou red the corpse of the 
bitch. 
W hat was l£ ft was stored in a 
snow heap f(>T fu tu re u se. 
The de­ 
serters also ate two other carcasses 
and raided one of 
the food depots 
Amu ndsen does not say w hether the 
deserters 
were 
recovered. 
Eleven 
dogs su rvived the expedition and are 
now on the Fram.
